The Armed Services Patent Advisory Board, Department of Defense (DOD), has notified the Commissioner of Patents and 
Trademarks that an affirmative determination has been made by a DOD agency, identified below, that the national interest 
requires renewal of the secrecy order. The secrecy order is therefore, renewed, effective for a period of ONE YEAR from 
the date of this renewal notice.
